dairy feed, weighing 100 pounds each. 

We are informed that the ingredients in this feed 
are all easy to grow in this State. It is made up 
largely of bran and alfalfa meal and cotton seed 
meal, and perhaps a few other ingredients—but all 
easy of growth in Georgia. In fact, some of these 
very i ients are shipped to this concern from 
this State, and after being mixed into feed, are 

Who pays the freight both ways? You can 
answer without’ being told. 

But that’s not all. This concern that furnishes 
these 124,184 sacks—or 12,418,400 pounds—of 
cow feed to Georgia, furnishes just 15 per cent, or 
about one-seventh, of this kind of cow feed to this 
State. They have statistics to show that coming in 
from all other sources is practically seven times 
12,418,400 pounds. 

Let’s figure that—86,925,800 pounds 6f plain 
cow feed—alfalfa, bran, cotton seed meal, and the 
like—shipped into Georgia every year. Millions of 
dollars going out of this State for the plainest, sim- 
plest—yet good—-sort of cattle food that could be 
produced here at home. 

Of course, it takes good food—the right kind of 
food—to make cows give good, rich milk—and 
plenty of it. 

And to think that Georgia, with all her climatic 
conditions—with all her fine soil—with all the ad- 
vantages here of growing foodstuff that could so 
easily be, turned into silage—despite all this, her 
cow-owners have to call upon neighboring States 
to supply her with millions upon millions of pounds 
of this food each year. 

Isn’t it queer? Isn’t it ridiculous? 

We have the word of a splendid dairyman close 
to this city—and he seems to be quite an excep- 
tion—who produces practically all his cow feed, 
using silos, etc., and who states that while some 
dairymen declare they cannot make money at 40 
cents a gallon, he can, and does, make a splendid 
profit even at 35 cents. That’s becausé he is thrifty 
enough to produce his own cow feed. _ 

n again, even with the great amount of cow 
feed sent in here, many of our dairymen and farmers 
who offer milk and butter for sale, do not attach 
enough importance to the matter of scientific feed- 
ing. 7 

Men who have studied this question report that 
it is absolutely necessary to feed cows properly— 

larly, scientifically—to get the best results. We 
have been told of a case where the milk produc- 
tion from one cow was increased within 30 days 
from five quarts to seventeen quarts per day through 
the feeding of certain kinds of food and scientifically 
regulating the amount to be given at each feeding. 

Georgia cattle owners must make a closer study 
of this question to meet with any great degree of 
success. $0 ’ 

And they must study the treatment and care of 
cows. For instance we have in mind a farmer right

here near Atlanta who is as careful about the health |. 


and cleanliness of his cows as the most careful 
mother could be with her children. He bathes and 
rubs and curries his cattle every day. He watches 
and invokes every small sanitary detail for the bene- 
fit of their health. As a result the butter he brings 
into the city is eagerly sought by patrons at an in- 
crease of 10 cents per pound above the average 
market price. 

Kansas and Missouri, fifteen or twenty years ago, 
were just about in the same position then as 
milk and butter as Georgia is today. Very little 


creamery butter was offered for sale—very little 


attention was given to the dairying interests. By 
proper. education—by constant agitation through 
the press—by the co-operation of every interest 
from the bankers on down the line, the bankers 
even going to the extent of purchasing groups of 
fine cows for those interested in dairyng—these 
States are today among the large producers of milk 
and creamery butter—and this industry alone has 
brought great présperity to these two States. 

It is an industry that can bring great prosperity to 
Georgia if proper study and care, and then WORK, 
is put into it. . 

But it is going to take State ca-operation—county 
co-operation—community co-operation. (The bank- 
ing interests, chambers of commerce, boards of 
trade, civic and business clubs, the press, and all 
such organizations must lend their influence and co- 
operation—their HELP—to the development of this 
important industry. Many of our small farmers and 
those who could go into dairymg need information, 
encouragement, instruction. The people of the cities 
must realize that no city can be prosperous unless

—Although 
Attorney-General Daugherty has ruled 
that it was not incumbent upon the 
members and candidates for congress 
to file expense statements, e rec- 
ords show that practically eWery one 
has done so. They are taking no 
chances, and over 3,000 of them, the 
clerk of the house estimates, have filed 
their accounts. 

The candidates’ disregard ol Mr. 
Daugherty’s decision is attributed to 
the feeling that the United States 
supreme court did not intend to have 
its famous Newberry opinion carried 
so far. ‘The Newberry ase decision, 
it is said, related only to candidates 
themselves for the senate or the house. 
rf invalidated features relating to the 
lection of senators entirely. 

However, it is said to have left 
undisturbed the features that require 
a candidate for the house to file 
sworn statements of expenses, both 
before and after election, within fif- 
teen days after the primaries and with- 
in thirty days after a general or 
special election. 

Doubt Romains. 

This has left a lingering doubt suffi- 
cient to eause members and candi- 
dates to file statements, officials 
state. Each candidate is said to have 
feared that his particular case—if 
failed to report expenditures—might

We 
wish to protect the just and equal 
rights of Americans everywhere in the 
world. We wish to maintain equality 
of commercial opportunity, as we call 
it, the open door. That is not a de- 
rogation of anybody else;,the door 
is just as open to others as it is us. 
Equality means equality. It doesn’t 
mean privilege. We desire to see 
peaceful settlements, We are most 
desirous to see the world starting 
acain on a sound economic bags, wrth 
every people inspired by hope and 
guided to the highest achievements 1n 
the interest of their prosperity.

If, on the other hand, it 
is not a genuine symbol, then it is 
nreposterous to claim that one can 
commit sacrilege of a thing without 
meaning.”

Likely to Oust 
Newberry After 
Tuesday Voting 


New Senate Apt to Hold Ma- 
jority Against Michigan 
Plutocrat.

Washington, November 4.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Truman H. 
Newberry's ouster from his seat in the 
senate is one of the probable results 
of the congressional election on Ne- 
vember 7, Changes already made and 
others foreshadowed in the personnel 
of the senate after March 4, next, in- 
dicate that the narrow margin by 
which Newberry was retained in his 
seat by his’ republican colleagues may 
become a majority against him. 

The majority of five by which New- 
berry escaped removal from his senato- 
rial seat has already been diminished 
to three by the elimination of Senator 
McCumber who supported him, and by 
the election of a successor to Senator 
Watson of Georgia, who abstained 
from voting. Only a slight net *gain 
by the democrats would drive New- 
berry from the senate. 

In many- states Newberryism has 
been made an issue; and in only two 
og three have republican candidates for 
the senate dared to give even a very 
equivocal approval of Newberry's re- 
tention, The democrati? candidates 
have condemned Newberry’s indorse- 
ment by the republican senate and 
have made more or less direct prom- 
ises to demand a new inquiry into his 
election. 

The proximity of the presidential 
electiqn will be another strong factor 
in determining the course of republican 
senators if and when the case of New- 
berry is again forced to a hearing and 
decision in the next senate, it is 
said. March, 1923, is less than a 
year prior to the date of the earliest 
presidential primray of 1924, and only 
a trifle more than fifteen months re- 
moved from the republican national 
convention. A new investigation of 
Newberry’s election would require a 
couple of months. If the inquiry were 
undertaken in the regular session of 
congress beginning in December, 1923. 
the senate’s verdict would come within 
a few weeks of the opening of the next 
presidential campaign. 

All this is sure to be in the minds of 
republican senators, new and old, it 
is asserted and in the thoughts of the 
republican backers of republican can- 
didates, It would be very embarrass- 
ing to them all to be compelled once 
more- to write hemselves down as 
favoring or blinking the corrupt use of 
méney in filling seats in the senate.

BONAR LAW TELLS 
POLIGY IN SPEC 


To Leeds Audience He 
Reveals Views on Anglo- 
Irish Pact and Foreign 
Affairs. — 


Leeds, England, November 4.—(By 
the Associated Press.) Additional 
details of the new British govern- 
ment’s policy of “tranquillity” were 
given by Prime Minister Bonar Law 
in and address here today. 

While his speech chiefly concerned 
domestic policies and politics he reit- 
erated emphatically’ that the Anglo-

AMr. Bonar Law said he had been 
asked repeatedly whether the British 
would leave Mesopotamia and Pales- 
tine, 

“All I can say is that we shall 
examine the matter very carefully,” 
he declared, “but we eannot, with our 
record a8 a nation, consider merely 
what it will pay us to-do; we must 
consider to what extent we are bound 
Ly obligation.” . 

League of Nations. 

Referring to the league of nations 
he said it had worked under great dif- 
ficulties, but had not done so badly 
and that his government would cer- 
tainly give it scope for more effective 
action. He added that he had de 
clared in a previous address tbat the 
British navy must be kept intact, 
but that he believed the matter of na- 
tional defense was being transferred 
tothe air.

At the same time it was declared 
that Secretary Mellon's statement 
“must be received as the full and 
firal answer to the claims of many 
republican candidates and speakers 
who have been telling the voters 
that the Harding administration de- 
serves sole credit for having reduced 
the public debt,” incurred during the 
prosecution of the war. 

Statement Analyzed. 

Analyzing Secretary Mellon’s state- 
ment, the committee said: 

“The public debt reached its maxi- 
mum on August 31, 1919, following 
the completion of loans and outlays 
necessitated by the war. On that 
date the gross public debt was $26,- 
594,000,000 in round numbers, On 
September 30, 1922, its total, as giv- 
en in Secretary Mellon’s statement, 
was $22,812,000,000. The reduction 
effected between those dates was 
therefore $3,782,000,000, ' 

“How much of this reduction was 
made by the democratic administra- 
tion? _ The official reports of the 
treasur® department give the answer. 
On February 28, 1921, the gross pub- 
lie debt was $24,051,000,000, which 
was $2,543,000,000 less “than the 
‘peak’ figure on August 31, 1919. 

Rap Coolidge. 

“The fact is thén, that the demo- 

cratié administration diminished the 


debt by $2,543,000,000 in eighteen 
months, while the reduction during 
the eighteen months of the Harding 
administration has been only $1,239,-

Firemen 
drew their supply of water from the 
river to fight the flames.

They 
and I appeal to the nation whose 
yreat word is fair play.”

But 
the general opinion is that a good num- 
her of changes will surely be made, 
due to the fact that several nien will 
retire from the active work on ac- 
count of advanced age and feebleness. 
that three presiding elders are finish- 
ing their four-year terms and will 
probably return to the pastorate, that 
several men will transfer to other con- 
ferences, and the additional fact that 
very few men are this year being rec- 
ommended for admission on trial. Some 
of the most prominent charges in the 
conference are involved in the changes 
contemplated. In the satisfactory ad- 
justment of the changes sure to be 
made, a large number of other changes 
may be involved. Presiding elders who 
are finishing their four-year terms at 
this time are Rev. John F..Yarbrongh. 
Rev. R. C. Cleckler and Rev. Henry 
B. Mays. According to Methodist law 
no presiding elder may serve one dis- 
frict more than four consecutive 
vears. Whether the elders thus retir- 
ing from their districts will be ap- 
pointed to other districts or return to 
the pastorate remains to be determined.

ence on trial will appear before the 
respective committees appointed to 
examine them and undergo their tests | 
in the course of study. Only twelve 
men are up for admission on trial, 
while some 50 young men are in the 
classes of undergraduates. 

A man desiring to become an itiner- 
ant Methodist minister has a some- 
what lengthy course of study to pur- 
sue before he ever - becomes. such. 
Upon the recommendation of his quar- 
terly conference .he appears before 
an examining committee at his dis- 
trict conference for license to preach, 
Then, should he desire to go on to the 
annual conference, another test is 
given before committees the first year, 
the committee on applicants and the 
committee on admissions. Both com- 
mittees look into his case thoroughly, 
both as to gifts and graces, and educa- 
tional qualifications, and either rec 
ommend him fof admission on trial for 
a vear, or retain him in the local 
ranks. At the end of his first year 
he is tried out on his course of study 
for that year, and, meeting approval is 
promoted to-the second year class. 
Thus, each year for four years he is 
constantly pursuing a course of stu- 
dy and undergoing annual tests as to 
his fitness for the ministry. Not only 
are the educational tests made, but 
also a close oversight is made of his 
effectiveness as a minister on trial and 
his character. At the end of his first 
two years on trial he is admitted inte 
full connection, and at the end of 
bis fourth year is made an elder with 
all the privileges and authority of an 
itinerant Methodist minister and is 
given regular employment.

for work of the kind. : 

“A city is like business—it grows 
or it shrinks up—it can't stand still | 
very long. Its merchandise is its 
location, its climate, its accessibility, 
its citizenry. This is a merchandise 
which we must sell, and in order to 
go out and sell it we must have 
salesmen. 

Money Is Needed. 

“Without the additional funds we 
are going after. we can't gu out and 
sell Atlanta as effectively as we 
should—simply because we haven’t the 
money to keep an efficient and modern 
sales machine in peration. The 
amount we have set our goal, 
$100,000 per year, is only a reason- 
able minimum. It is not only possi- 
ble or probable that we can secure 
new industries sufficient to warrant 
the expenditure of this amount, but 
is an actual fact, as is proven by the 
record of other cities. 

“Here let me again call attention 
to the city of Portland, Ore. Ter 
years ago Portland was sadly handi- 
capped by the nearness of the port 
of Seattle on one hand and San Fran- 
ciseo on the other—and it had no 
specially remarkable harbor facilities 
of its own to aid it. 


‘But what happened? It had a 
population at that time of about U,- 
000, and as I said, was handicapped. 
However, the business men were far- 
sighted enough to see taeir opportu- 
nity. They gave their chamber of 
commerce an annual budget of some- 
thing like four times the _ present 
budzet in Atlanta, to be exact, $247,- 
000, and the results have justified the 
investment in that Portland now has a

Manchester, Eng., November 4.— 
Reduction of armaments can best be 
effected by strengthening the league 
of nations so that the powers will 


have a greater sense of security, Vis- | 


count Grey, former minister of for- 
eign affdirs and later ambassador to 
the United States, declared in a 
speech here opening the liberal party 
campaign. 

He expressed hope that a new start 
would be made in effecting:an active 
entenie with France and Italy. 

“There can be no progress unless 
there is co-operation between’ these 
three,” Viscount Grey said. He hoped 
that the next house of commons 
would be found earnestly supporting 
the league of nations. 

The league, he continued, will be 
able to accomplish more than a few 
powers because it is above political 
intrigue. 

“The reduction of armaments will 
be gradual,” he predicted. “It will 
go hand in hand with an increased 
sense of security among the nations. 
You will only get that by strengthen- 
ing the league.

An American engineer of our ac- 
quaintance travels as a Britishér in 
the svilds of Mexico and Africa sim- 
ply because he knows from experience 
that he is safer. In 1916 there-were 
7,667 “culpable homicides” (murders) 
committed in the United States; in 
England and Wales there were 8&5. 
In 1917 there were 89 murders in the 
city of Detroit alone, and Detroit is 
not a very bad town. Delay, senti- 
mentality, legal tricks, and technical- 
ities breed crime and murder. As 
long 2s we complicate and bedevil 
the enforcement of the law, our police 
must go armed. The gun is all they 
lave.

FALL OF THE SULTAN. 

Announcement that the auto- 
cratic throne of Turkey has been 
abolished and a liberal democracy 
set up in its stead is both gratify- 
ing and hopeful. 

For many centuries Turkey has 
been the most hide-bound, one-man 
autocracy, and the sultan the most 
despotic ruler on the face of the 
earth. 

wt the Turkish nationalist as- 
sembly—the creaturé of the “New 
Turk” movement begun a few years 
ago-—has changed all this. 

As a result of action Just taken 
by the assembly a democracy has 
supplanted the former autocracy; 
the Turkish caliphate has virtually 
been relegated to the limbo of the 
past. 

The sultan has been stripped of 


Status of a figurehead—a tinseled 
titular ruler with no executive au- 
thority and without governmental 
privileges or prerogatives. 

Under a system as old as empire 
the sultan has ruled by virtue of 
the accident of birth, and with an 
iron hand; and his tenure has been 
for life. 

But from row on he will be 
elected by the nationalist assembly, 
which is composed of representa- 
tives chosen by the Turkish people, 
and his tenure will be at the pleas- 
ure of that body. _ 

It is stipulated, howeyer, that the 
assembly isto elect future sultans 
from the royal family. 

If the assembly had gone a step 
farther in the direction of” reform 
and given the royal family no recog- 
nition whatsoever in the affairs of 
government, its action would have 
been more closely in line with the 
prigciples of true democracy. 

True, the caliphate is to be pure- 
ly an honorary office; the sultap {fs 
to have no power to declare war or 
peace, no hand in the shaping of 
legislation or the administration of 
the laws, no voice in the govern- 
ment. 

With -the single exception of its 
adherence to a semblance of royal 
caste, the Turkish. assembly has 
made marked progress in the right 
direction. 

In one radical sweep of the pen- 
dulum of fate Turkey has been 
changed from the status of an abso- 
lute monarchy to that of a liberal 
democracy. 

The ability Of the Turkish people 
to govern themselves remains to be 
demonstrated. — 

The manner of use to which they 
put their newly-acquired power as 
free, self-governing citizens of a 
democracy, is for the future to re- 
veal and historf to record. 

Regardless of any misgivings or 
doubt upon that score, civilization 
will acclaim and commend as a for- 
ward step the experiment to which 
the new nationalists, under the 
leadership of Kemal Pasha, have 
committed themselves. 

The results will be awaited with 
universal interest. - | 
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€O-OPERATION NEEDED. 

It is gratifying to see so many 
communities in Georgia organizing 
to cope with the boll weevil—that 
is to say, to apply collective and co- 
operative effort toward growing cot- 
ton under weevil: conditions rather 
than to leave it to one farmer to 
make a success, and a neighbor 
farmer to make a failure. _ 

Thé record of the current year 
in growing cotton has demonstrated 
beyond any question that when the 


of intensive cultivation, plus holding 
down infestation with arsenate, the 
weevil problem has been solved. 

It can readily be seen, therefore, 
that co-operation will aid materially 
in attaining success. For instance, 
the cotton farmers of a community 
can well afford to co-operate in pro- 
viding in ample time an adequate 
supply of calcium arsenate. 

This year hundreds of farmers in 
every large community were either 
without arsenate or inadequately 
supplied, and the latter is almost as 
bad as the former. In those same 
communities a few farmers who 
looked ahead had the arsenate on 
hand at the proper time and In suf- 
ficient quantities, and those farmers 
grew cotton successfully. Co-op- 
eration among all the farmers of 
the community would not have op- 
erated against the far-seeing farmer 
who was supplied, but would have 
saved those who were not supplied. 

Again, the application of the dust, 
after the cotton plant has grown to 
maturity, the infestation becomes 
heavy, and the quantity must be in- 
creased, offers excellent opportunt- 
ty for co-operation. 

There are a great many farmers 
who are not able to purchase the 
more expensive team-drawn dusters. 
There are many small farmers who 
do not need to buy the larger ma 
chines, provided they could get.a 
helping hand at the right minute. 


Just as wheat threshers are fre- 
quently operated on a community 
basis, so can machine arsenate dus- 
ters be operated. 

The expense will be reduced, the 
efficiency of service increased, and 
all profit alike by community in- 
terest.

FRANCE TO RATIFY. 

Returning to his post of duty in 
Washington the other day, - the 
French ambassador to the United 
States is said to have. assured the 
president that his government is 
soon to ratify the seven. treaties 
negotiated at the Washington con- 
ference for the limitation of arma- 
ments. ; . 

This is encouraging and gratify- 
ing to all those who have the wel- 
fare of humanity at heart, irrespec- 
tive of political opinion or partisan 
alignments, and it-is to be hoped 
that M. Jusserand’s optimistic pre- 
dictions will’ be borne out ‘by the 
facts. ; 

These seven treaties were nego- 
tiated by representatives of the 
United States, -British, Japanese, 
French and Italian governments at 
a conference called by President 
Harding for the purpose of evoly- 
ing a program, predicated upon in- 
ternational good will, in accordance 
with which the military armaments 
of the leading powers of the world 
might be curtailéd, 

They were promptly ratified by 
this government, Great Britain and 
Japan, but ratification was withheld 
by the French chamber of deputies, 
after a long and stormy session.of 
debate; and then by Italy. 


Premier Poincaire favors ratifica- 


tion, and according to the French 
ambassador, he intends to™“‘rush 
consideration” of the treaties, with 
renewed hope that this time the ef- 
fort to bring about their approval 
by the French government will be 
successful. 

If France ratifies it is a foregone 
conclusion that Italy Wil follow 


able that the treaties=which form, 
in effect, a miniature league of na- 
tions based upon the fundamental 
principle round which the Versailles 
treaty was constructed—may be- 
come binding and effective by ‘Jan- 
uary 1; 1923. | :

The defeat of Genoa, however, was 
almost as expensive for George as the 
retreat from Moscdw for Napoleon. 
Suddently Britain was disclosed to 
her own people and to Europe as iso- 


lated. George’s policy pf placating 
Russia had not gnly aroused oppo- 
sition in France and in all the bor- 


criticism in the United States. More- 
over there were not a few English- 
men, most of them members of the 
tory party, on which George relied for 
his majority, who shared American 
views as to hobnobbing wit" bolshe- 
vism and applauded Mr. Hughes’ re- 
jection of the invitation to go to the 
Italian Riviera. 


Up to the time of the Genoa con- 
ference, moreover, George had unfail- 
ingly emerged from his conferences

He 
was no longer trusted in Paris, in 
Prague, in Warsaw, in Belgrade or 
in Bucharest. His negotiations with 


Red Russia had shaken European and 
American confidence, but these same 
negotiations had proven without prof- 
it to balance the loss which was un- 
mistakable, 

As Europe came necessarily nore 
and more to merge Lloyd George’s 
personal policies with those of the 
British nation, British prestige sank 
in the world and Frehch influence 
rose correspondingly. In the closing 


days of the war Clemenceau had been 
the supreme figure, at Paris Mr. Wil- 
sons star, at least in the opening 
days outshone all pthers. After Paris 
Lioyd George had replaced both. But 
it was now plain that the fate which 
had overtaken both menaced their 
successor.

Lloyd George is a far clever poli- 
tician than Mr. Wilson, which gives 
him an advantage, but Mr. Wilson 
controlled a great political party, 
something which Lloyd George was 
unable to do and cannot now hope 


to do. George’s personal popularity, 
and much of it seems to survive in 
certain quarters, does not insure any 
rofit at the polls, because it cannot 
thrown to any party which will 
support George, if it succeeds. No 
one of the three parties, Tory, labor 
or independent liberal is willing to 
subordinate its own interests to the 
personal fortunes of Lloyd George 
simply to insure an election of a 
majority, which would eerve George's 
interests and not the party’s. 

There is left the coalition liberal 
group, the _ fraction of the liberal 
party which followed George, but this 
fraction cannot by any possible suc- 
cess carry enough seats to be a real 
factor in the next house. If needs 
ve the Asquitn liberals will join the 
Bonar Law Tories, that is the regu- 
lars of both old parties will coalesce 
tc restore party control and have done 
with rsonal politics. Nor can 
Lloyd George go over to labor, be- 
cause this would be to consolidate 
all factions of Tory and __liberal 
parties alike. since all are. hostile to 
labor. ‘ 

From the point of view of the 
world audience and particularly of 
the American audience, Bonar Law 
is a totally unromantic figure. He 
coes not appeal to the imagination 
and he is incapable of even the least 
astonishing of Lloyd George’s feats of 
political agility. His associates are. 
most of them, unknown in this coun- 
try, and on the whole far less dis- 
tinguished than those who held office 


under George. Yet this pr cir- 
cumstance which repulses foreign in- 
terest may commend them to domestic 
approval. 

In'1919 and 1920 the United States 
was terribly tired of brilliance, or 

rsonal control, and unless every sign 
nails, something of the sume mood is 
discoverable in Britain today and will 
go far toward determining the result 
oi the forthcoming election. Disil- 
lusionment is as patent in Britain 
esx it was in America. Abroad Brit- 
ish prestige has sunk manifestly until 
the Near Eastern episode has shaken 
thé nation. At home the domestic 
conditions are far from encouraging. 
(ne might say with perfect justice 
that no buman being could possibly 
eolve the problems which were put 
up to Lloyd George, but the fact re- 
mains that he undertook to _ solve 
them and they are stil] unsolved. 

If George were still as popular as 
he was in 1918 it is rather hard to 
eee how he could win a _ personal 
victory in the present election be- 
cause the machinery of all three 
parties is against him and he will 
not personally be voted upon, save in 
his own small constituency.. There 
are bound to be more conservatives 
and laborites elect than liberals. all 
told, and there will probably be more 
anti-Lloyd George than coalition 
liberals chosen. The Tories have in 
ndvance pledged themselves to sup- 
port only Tory aspirants for office 
ufter election, while the Asquith lib- 
erals will under no circumstances sup- 
port George. who has already been 
forced to attack labor. 

He is then, to judge from the pres- 
ent situation, destined to fall, not be- 
tween two but three stools. He will 
easily be the most conspicuous figure 
in the campaign, but it is impossible 
t» see how any conceivable result can 
fail to leave him outside the breast- 
works of three parties in each of 
which he is personally unpopular. 

Of course if the action of the Carl- 
ton club conference in unhorsing 
George had produced a national pro- 
test anything might have happened. 
Kut it unmistakably bax not produced 
any considerable outcry The press. 
with very few exceptions. liberah and 
tory alike, applauds the result of the 
Carlton club verdict. Business is un- 
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deniably relieved. Labor hopes to 
profit by capitalizing such resentment 
aa there is in radical quarters, but it 
has no intention of sharing the profit 
with the man responsible. Outside af 
England on the continent the over- 
throw of George is hailed almost 
everywhere as a promise of ‘better 
relations with England. 

It required a great. spontaneous 
nation-wide revolt to save George, 
such a revolt as followed_the rejec- 
tion of Colonel Roosevelt at the Chi- 
cago conference, but proved inade- 
quate to save him politically. So far 
as one can judge from this distance 


there is an utter absence of such 
a revolt. Instead, those coalition 
tories, who opposed the unhorsing of 

eorge, are drifting back to their 
perty alignment, while the independ- 
ent liberals show not the smallest evi- 
dence of intending to reunite with 
their coalition brethren and take ai- 
vantage of popular sentiment * which 
may have been stirred by the de- 
position of George. 

All things considered Lloyd George’s 
cguse seems to have been going down 
bil] every day since the enforced 
resignation of the brilliant Welshman. 
No one would be foolish enough to 
fi recast that this meant the final ex- 
tinction of the greatest political 
master of his own time. Had Mr. 
Wilson not lost his health irrevocably 
one wonders what might have been his 
political situation two years hence, 
but in 1920 health could not have 
saved him and in the presence of 
something like the same public feeling 
i: is hard to see how Lloyd George 
can be saved in the present election. 

After all, however, the parallel 
between George and Colonel Roose- 
velt is in the realm of practical poli- 
tics eveh more impressive than that 
between Mr. Wiison «nd the ex- 
premier. Lloyd George has never at 
any time enjoyed the personal popu- 
larity of Colonel Roosevelt nor domi- 
nated his own party as did the 
colonel. Yet neither popularity nor

London, November 3.—Caught in 
the coils of England's medieval and 
rigid divorce laws, Mrs. Norman Rutb- 
erford must remain tied for life to 
a husband, once a distinguished colo- 
ne] in the British army. but now a 
dangerous lunatic—this by order of 
the’: highest D ters in the empire—the 
British housé of lords. ° 

Her only resource. because of the 
strict.divorce laws. had been to charze 
her husband with miseonduct. She 
did this. naming her dearest life-long 
friend. Miss Amy Richardson, as co- 
respondent. She obtained her decree 
of divorcee. But Miss Richardson ap- 
pealed and won. Again facing a hppe- 
lessly fettered life. Mrs. Rutherford, 
in a last desperate try for freedom. 
appealed to the house of lords. But 
she bas lost and faces the dreary pros- 
vect of being bound to a man who is 
ronsigned to the asylum for criminal! 
lunatics. 

Her only solace is in the fact that 
the house of lords. in foreing this ee- 
vere judgment of her. vigorously con- 
demned the archaie British divorce 
laws. The decision confirmed that of 
Lord Birkenhead. handed down just 
before he retired as lord high qhance!l- 
lor under the Lloyd George govern- 
ment. here is no other alternative 
for the ill-fated woman except an apn- 
peal to parliament to revise the di- 
vorce laws—and her horrible fate has 
aroused so much sympathy that a 
campaign may be waged for less in- 
human laws.

, New York, November: 4.—On the 


tombstone of the iron. master, An- 
crew Carnegie, in Sleepy Hollow cem- 
ftery, is the epitach he wrote: 

“Here lies a man who knew how 
to enlist in his service better men- 
than himself.” 

Documents made public yesterday, 
und filed in the appelate division of 
the supreme court in suppert of an 
uppeal asking that a $4,500,000 pen- 
sion fund created by Carnegie’s will 
he declared untaxable, sounded a 
practical overtone to. the “keynote of 
the epitaph. 

The documents showed that 600 
men and -women, most of them more 
than 60, and many more than 80 
years old, were on the pension list of 
the Seotch iron. master who died in 
1919. Some of the beneficiaries re- 
ceive $10 a@ month; others get incomes 
that approximate $5,000 yearly. 
Some of them are workmen grown too 
old for their trades; some of them 
Lave been downed by sudden misfor- 
‘une. One of them is a viscount of 
fondon: another is the widow of a 
railroad engineer. 

But most of them are “men who 
were enlisted in the service of An- 
drew Carnegie.”

CATTLE TICK WAR 
WILL BE FOUGHT 
OUT IN COLQUITT 


Moultrie, Ga., November 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Colquitt county during this 
month will finish its war on the cat- 
tle tick which was started several 
years ago. It is probably the longest 
drawn out campaign to free the coun- 
ty of the cattle parasite ever waged 
in the south and has cost a vast sum. 

Authorities maintain that the cat- 
tle owners are responsible, insisting 
that the opposition to the dipping of 
cattle was so great during the early 
stage of the work that it had to be 
suspended for a period of several 
months.

“My first call for service came from |

tv serving library. Miss Louise Smith, 
who has charge of that wonderfully 
well-managed county serving library 
at Fitzgerald, helped them start off. 

“We know Mrs. Hines always gets 
things done in the tenth. They have 
libraries in every county; 130 in all, 
and the clubs have supplied 8,000 
books this year. 

“My own, the West Point Woman’s 
club, has just put 1,000 books in our 
new Hawkes Children’s library and 
has $500 ready to buy more. Theré 


as much or more but I can’t get it 
in in three minutes. The Heard 
Memorial library at Middleton is the 
largest traveling library in the world 
with its 45,000 volumes. 

Summer School. 

“I tried to notify as many as pos- 
sible of the splendid library training 
school held right here in Athens last 
summer to help train the untrained 
librarians. With such help as this 
the small town library can soon be 
efficiently managed even though they 
can not pay for trained service. 


“The state library commission, with 
Mrs. Ottley and Miss Templeton, have 
helped me in every way, and you who 
are not calling on the commission don’t 
know what you are missing. Miss 
Templeton is a wonder. She can help 
you solve satisfactorily your most dif- 
ficult library problems. I know, for 
she has just been Gown to West Point 
and helped us to start off our library. 
She seems to know everything there 
is to know about libraries. In fact, 
I don’t see how we ever got along 
without our state library commission. 


“Now we all know the ideal plan 
is to have municipally supported li- 
braries and county serving libraries 
supported by counties. But so far in 
Georgia we have only about thirty 
libraries supported by cities and seven 
by counties, so to fill the great need 
of books till this ideal is reached we 
have the hundreds of clubs and school 
libraries which are doing a wonder- 
ful work. 

“Club women, however, should take 
the lead in this educaticnal work of 
helping the public to see that this 
is the best way to do it. Instead of 
wearing yourselves out supporting 
them spend some of your energy to get 


“If the library work continues to 
advance like it has in the last year, 
we can more than comply with our 
state superintendent of education's 
request, to place 50,000 books in the 
hands of the Georgia school children in 
the next two years. 

“Start this movement right now by 
making your plans for the observance 
of children’s week, November 12-18. 

“Let each local chairman report ex- 
actly how many books have been 
placed in the libraries and schools next 
year to her district library chairman, 
who in turn will report to the state 
chairman. 

“Last but most important of all, 
stress the need of better books in the

The committee will hold the first 
of this series of classes on Tuesday 
morning, November 7, when the first 
of five constitutions will be studied 
under a master teacher, Dr. Marion 
Me. ‘H. Hull. This fifst constitution 
is the physical law which governs the 
human body. Dr. Hull will ‘touch 
upon all those Jaws which make for 
good discipline and good government 
in the home. 

The lesson that will be taught in 
December will deal with the constitu- 
tion or charter of the city of Atlanta 
and will be taught by Mayor James 
L. Key, who has had many yeags of 
actual experience in the government 
of Atlanta. By these’ experiences, 
from which, only, one may truly learn. 
he should know its laws, its failures 
and deficiencies, its achievements 
and suecesses. Mayor Key is a citi- 
zen who has given the best that wae 
has to give both as a private citiz 
and as a public official, and that both 
as to ability and general knowledge 


to impart to us an understanding of 
Atlanta laws and conditions upon 
which all  & be informed. 

Mrs. R, I. Turman will also have 
an important ‘part in this lesson of 
Atlanta law and government. Mrs, 
Turman is directing the university ex- 
tension course in citizenship for the 
Atlanta Woman’s club and is also a 
leader of thought in good citizenship 
among the Atlanta League of Women 
Voters. Mrs. Turman’s subject will 
be “Newer Ideas in Good Govern- 
ment.” It is fitting that these classes 
on good government in Atlanta should 
be held in the council chamber where 


It is also proper to hold the classes 
on state government and Jaws at the 
state capitol where the state laws are 
passed. And as the entire committee 
and others who are interested cannot 
journey to the national capitol for the 
lesson in the national constitution we 
will hold that lesson in the Georgia 
senate chamber.

In March a state institute was held in 
Atlanta at Wesley Mem@ria} church. Besides 
many of our best state workers, ineluding 
Mrs. Armor and Mrs. Atkins, Mrs. Frances 
P. Parks, corresponding secretary, of Na- 
tional W. C. T. U., and Mrs, BE. A. Perkins, 
director of the department of child wel- 
fare, also spoke to the colored ‘wom- 
ep of Atlanta at Big Bethel church on 
Sunday before the institute. 

The remarkable growth of ofr work among 
the negroes, listed as our “‘colored work'’ 
department, is another outstandipg accom- 
plishment of the year. Our vice president, 
Mys. Marvin Williams, who so wggderfully 
directs this work, is to be congratulated. 
not only on the more than doubled mem- 
bership during the eer but also in the 
development and di8tovery of capable col- 
ored women as leaders. Their state con- 
vention at Bethel church, Atlanta, October 
12, Was an asssemblage of efficient, con- 
secrated colored women, their proceedings 
most gratifying. 

Among the opportunities seized by your 
president during the year was the privilege 
and pleasure of attending the conventions 
of the Georgia Educational association. 
and the Parent-Teacher associations in Co- 
lumbus éducatiowal week. Both conventions 
endorsed our essay contest in the schools 
through our scientific temperance instruc- 
tion department and the latter promised ac- 
tive co-operation in seeing that the essays 
were written. 

We must not fail to mention the re- 
markable growth of another department, one 
so delightful in all its aspects we almost 
catch the breath of flowers when we mepn- 
tion 1t. This year marked a great increase 
in all the several phases of this depart- 
ment, but the figures say that 2,000 bou- 
quets were distributed. This ministry to 
the sick and shut-ins is so beautiful we 
feel that our work would be worth-while 
if we had no other department than this 
directed by Mrs. W. H. Preston, who has 
been at its head for many years, and who 
this year, in addition to the heaviest work 
ever in her department, has given one 
day every week since early spring to fill- 
ing our columns in The Atlanta Jorunal. 

The mention of one paper brings us to 
the publicity department. More columns 
have been filled this year than ever before, 
and we believe that under Mrs. August Burg- 
hard, the state director, the coming year 
will mark a great growth and systematizing 
of this work that is needed more and more 
to call attention to the splendid activities 
of our women evervwhere that have hith- 
erto been unknown outside of their own 
communities. Columns in The Ati#nta Con- 
stitution and Macon News were filled 
regularly by Mrs. Burghard and many arti- 
cles sent to other papers, nearly 500 col- 
umns altogether filled by her. 


Legislative Efforts, 


Your president and the state superin- 
tendent of legialation have met with the 
Georgia legislative council of women, when- 
ever meetings were called, and with the 
council decided upon what bille women 
would work for in the legislature, concen- 
trating ou 15 measures, five of which were 
euacted into law at the last session. The 
five bills paseed were the children’s code, 
commission, child placement, equal guar- 
dianship, an appropriation for the Georgia 
Training School for Girls, and the temper- 
ance day bill, for which the W. C. T. U. 
had worked for féve years; so, although 
crtics have said the 1922 legislature will 
go down in history as the session when 
nothing was done, all women’s organizations 
belonging to the legislative council will place 
these bills on the credit side: and Georgia 
Ww. Cc. T. U. expresses grateful appreciation 
to the representatives who aided in their 
passage. 

In July, under the direction of the vice 
president, the W. C. J, took part in 
the nation-wide ‘‘no-more-war’’ demonstra- 
tion, posters bearing the words being sent 
to every local organization in the state 
and being placed in conspicuous places, and 
the press in response to the request of 
the local presidents, carried In their columns 
news stories of the movement. 

The time is too short to mention all the 
splendid accomplishments of the year. The 
superintendents in their W. C. T. U. school 
tomorrow will complete the reéord of op- 
portunities seized. Briefly, we have reached 
the educational, social, legislative and re- 
ligious life of the state and eur work as 
never before has been brought to the at- 
tention of the public in its many-sided 
program of service. 

The year has been most eventful to us as 
an organization and as individuals because 
for the firat time we have exercised our 
new privilege of tranchise by registering and 
voting. As to our experiences and conclu- 
sions, this had best come under the head 
of responsibility.

We asked cne campaign manager why his 
candidate was not more definite in his 
platform and he replied, ‘‘Why, he wants to 
get elected,’’ and very frankly added that 
the least in a man's platform, the better 
his chances for election, It seems then 
that getting elected is the main thing and 
not principles. Of another platform ,that 
had the virtue of clearness, an eminent di- 
vine said, ‘‘I cannot vote for a man whose

“In England, a century ago, it went with- 
out saying that) when*two persons were 
divorced, the. eustody of.the children was 
given_to the father. Today, the matter of 
custody is left to the discretion of the 
court; but in the majority of cases, espe- 
cially when the children are very young, 
they are given to the mother. 

This is only one evidence of one of the 
most important aspects: of the past cen- 
tury’s progress—the emancipation of wom- 
an and the revolutionary’ change in her 
Status. You will recall I told.you that thts 
had to be considered in estimating the 
meaning of the divorce increase; in fact, 
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“Among the early Anglo-Saxons,’ says Judge Bartlett, “the husband obtained his bride 
through purchase, and was therefore permitted to sell her and their children, like any 
other property. This was not often done; but one can see in it, nonetheless, the basis of 
the “property rights” idea that still persists to some extent in the man-woman relation. 
Gertainly it is at the bottom of the,double moral code, and was recognized by the keen 


Baizac when he remarked that ‘woman’s virtue is man’s greatest invention,

Woman’s rise to place as a person 
is, in a way, restoration rather than 
innovation.

Concerning early divorce there is — 
naturally a good deal of confusion of testi- | 


mony. Among Indian tribes it seems to 
have varied, being sometimes the result 
of mere decision upon the part of the man, 
sometimes upon the part of the women. 

Among the Aztecs, in Mexico th: 
tity of the marriage tie was insisted upon. 
A special legal tribunal existed to hear 
cases pertaining to marriage, and divorce 
could be obtained only by its decision. In- 
fidelity was the chief cause. 


Among the primitive Britons there 
were clearly defined divorce laws. 
When a couple separated, the hus- 
band took the eldest and youngest 
children; the wife took the rest. The 
husband took the pigs, mead-brewing 
vessels and underbedding; the wife 
took the sheep, milk vessels and upper- 
bedding—and so on through all their 
joint property. 

Among the early Anglo-Saxon, the hus- 
band obtained his bride through purchase, 
and was therefore permitted to sell her 
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and their children, like any other prop- 
erty. This was not often done; but one 
Can see in it, none the less, the basis of 
the “‘property rights’ idea that still per- 
sists to some extent in the man-woman re- 
lation. Certainly it is at the bottom of 
the double moral code, and was recognized 
by the keen Balzac when he remarked that 
“woman’s virtue is man’s greatest inven- 
tion.”

did craft they could find This _ high- 
handed act has not been submitted to with- 
out a struggle, and even today the tribes 
on all the islands are not suppressed, and 
expeditions are still being sent out to pun- 
ish them for raids and killings that the 
white man calls murder. 


The Solomon Islanders are a naturally 
wild and ferocious race never united under 
any one governing head. One of the few 
chiefs who has been able to unite separate 
groups of natives on his own island for 
offensives against weaker tribes lives on 
Bilwa, and is the uncle of young Chief 
Buli, my assistant in planning a head-hunt- 
ing raid. 

Even in the Solomons there is a wide 
distinction between head-hunters and can- 
nibals.

course of nature. - Head-hunters remove 
the flesh from a skull, decorate it with all 
the ornaments of the-deceased and place it 
in a skull house, which is shaped not. un- 
like a huge coffin on stilts, and is beauti- 
fully carved and enriched with inlaid fig- 
ures of birds and oth.r objects. 

Since it is held a sacrilege to spend the 
money of the dead, all of it is placed be- 
side the skull of its owner and, in the case 
of a chief, also the d+vil-devil totem which 
served as a lookout on his canue. 

“See!” cried Chief Bult, pointing to 
gleaming rows of shell bracelets on his 
arms, “every one a head!” So had the 
young chief proclaimed his prowess to his 
tribe. 

But the wearing of these bracelets does 
not always indicate the enumeration of 
skulls. They are worn as ornaments, pri- 
marily, while the iarge and beautiful tor- 
toise shell disk on “+; white oackground, 
which is fastened over one eyebrow or in 
the middle of the forehead, is a sign of 
chiftainship. 


HE head-hunters of Bilwa were 

taller, blacker and had a more 
frank and fearless expression of 
countenance than other Solomon 
Islanders I had seen, and these 
once famous warriors loaf out a 
golden existence wrestling, hunt- 
ing and shootii.g fish on the reefs. 
Even not so long sinc® unless 
skulls were needed for a new rest- 
house or cano- shed, of a young 
chief was in need-of advancement 
through deeds of valor, fife at 
Bilwa was tranquil and the people 
went about their work or play.

which he considered might be put in an- 
other form, “Are we going to buy from 
Germany?” 

The first and most definite suggestion 
made by the subcommission empowered to 
study the problem was that Germany should 
pay in part by shipments of coal. This 
method had a peculiar jappeal, Germany 
had destroyed French ‘tines; and it was 
appropriate that she sheuld pay. back in 
kind. But there were still other and more 


potent considerations. By forcing Ger- 
many to ship enormous quantities of coal, 
she would be unable to strangle even tem- 


was to 


porarily those French industries which had 


suffered from the injury to French coal 
mines, and her own industries would be 
correspondingly crippled in the new and 
fierce economic rivalries which were cer- 
tain to follow the war. 

The continental allies were thus only 
too eager to demand: compulsory deliveries 
to be credited against the reparation ae- 
count. The French first calculated on a 
forced export of 60,000,000 toms a year 
for ninety-nine years, of which 30,000,000 
tons would go to France. While these fig- 
ures, which were, of course, calculated to 
cripple Germany permanently, were great- 
ly pared down and the period of forced 
deliveries cut to ten years, th. require- 
ments have actually proved excessive so 
far—more than the allies could receive— 
and have not been met in full. But at the 
outside—taking Loucheur’s estimate of 60,- 
000,000 tons a year at $7 a ton—this item 
would amount to less than half a billion 
doHars; there was thus still a long way t6 
go to reach the biflion-and-a-half. to two 
billion annual installments talked of—to say 
nothing of the fantastic earlier figures. Tie 
problem of making up ‘the iffererice was 
generally dodged, “but it ‘haunted all the 
discussions like an uneasy ghost. 

As for goods manufactured in Germany, 
could the allies afford to receive them? 
Would not such forced activity of German 
industry wind up by fuining their competi- 
tors in France and England? Yet there was 
no blinking the fact that Germany could 
only meet her recurring obligations. for 
reparation by- a large balance of exports.

stat down + Should be made as heavy as 
possible—even if too heavy—and that ful- 
fillment of them should be delayed as long 


as possible, in order to postpone indefinite- - 


ly the evil day when Germany could again 
compete with the other powers on equal 
terms. In fact, the subcommission’s report 


of April 8 went on to advocate stickigg up 
the reparation demand to a high amount 
—‘“‘even though that should -prove to be 
in excess of the resources of the enemy 
countries, rather than to run the risk of 
naming « sum well within®their ability to 
pay without any extraordinary effort.” 
Such a policy gets rid of the inconsistency 
in the British position in much the same 
manner as the “security’’ doctrine solves 
the French dilemma. And it is equally 
destructive all around. 


While the conference certainly did.-not 
adopt Cunliffe’s point of view, which was 
not even that of the British delegation, 
the whole system has worked out largely 
according to his doctrine, wtih ingenious 
refinements which perhaps even he did 
not ®8ntemplate. On the one hand, the 
demands have been held up to a figure 
which certainly seems too high; but, on 
the other hang, the allies have with equal 
obstinacy refused to accept the logical Con- 
sequences detrimental to themselves. which 
actual payment would entail. They have 
crippled Germany’s power to cut down 
luxury imports from their own countries. 
They are resisting any influx of German 
goods into their countries and fighting 
them in all the markets of the world. The 
result is an application of the crushing 
policy by the highly efficient system of 
using two millstones. And the weight of 
the upper one grows as resistance of the 
lower one prevents Germany from paying. 
Will the French leave off ore: before 
Germany is pulverized? 

Except in so far as we may suppose 
that this crushing. system was a real ob- 
jective, deliberately sought and conscious- 
ly attained, 
conference boggled the whole business of 


reparation nearly hopelessly. By its re- 
fusal to face the facts of capacity to pay 
and means of payment so clearly seen and 
argued by Davis and other Americans it 
Only succeeded in building up a whole 
Structure of unrealities. The oily reality 
left is the grim one of the probable ruin 
of:Germany, which the others themselves 
may not survie.

Apart from the 
initial installment of $5,000,000,000—to 
be covered (although.it was not) by exist- 
‘ing property of various .sorts—and a few 
provisions for future deliveries in kind, 
such as the coal clauses,.no methods of 
payment were laid down. A. grandoise 
financial scheme indeed there was, outlined 
in Annex Il. of the reparation élausés—a 
scheme for bond issues, under control of 
the commission, to the amount of $25,000,- 
000,000. These bonds have been répre- 
sented as the key to the reparation settle- 
ment; their sale on the investment markets 
of the world to yield cash to the recipient

This whole. parapharinalia of bonds, how- 


ever, makes the. Teparation Settlement. not 


one whit less unreal. and - itasory than. it 
would be without them. They only put the 


burden one step further away. It is not ne¢-. 
essary to stop and inquire what chance ; 


these bonds would have.on the market. It 
is enough to realize that the problem of 
paying interest and principal on them is 
simply the problem of paying the indemni- 
ty itself. The same balance of German 
exports is required to meet it; the same 
necessity follows of finding buyers for 
these goods without ruining the industries 
of the allies. 

It is scarcely surprising that with all 
these problems and complications, most of 
the allied leaders, and their advisers, were 
dissatisfied with the entire arrangements; 
and this dissatisfaction rose to the point 
of alarm when the German responses be- 
gan to come in. The Americans, especially 


wanted a fixed sum, definitely stated, 2nd 
within the capacity of the Germans to pay. 
While the British, and especially 
George, did not, for political reasons, dare 
support the Americans in this respect, yet 
they did not share Lord Cunliffe’s react- 
tionary views. For a moment, indeed,

ously attacked the reparation demands as 
excessive and indefinite. His “alternative 
suggestions” were: “To take a contract 
frem Germany to make restoration,” or ‘‘to 
give her three months within which she 
could make a definite offer of a figure.” 


The American experts plunged enthust- 
astically into the task of converting the 
somewhat hazy ideas thus put forward into 
a concrete resolution to fix a definite sum 
at once. If only they had been listened to! 
As brought out in the general Americana 


conference next day, they encountered the 
same old difficulties. The French would 
only consider the matter if the sum were 
made high enough. The British delegates 
were also in reality reluctant to face their 
public with anything definite within rea- 
scn. Lamont remarked with reference te 
Lloyd George’s proposed ‘‘contract for res- 
toration,” that “he is simply trying to 
postpone the evil day, as far as public opin- 
ion is concerned.”’ So the Americans would 
have nothing to do with these half-way 
mieasures, but renewed the struggle frank- 
ly on the old basis of a fixed sum. Davis 
grgued that only by thus “getting down 
to brass tacks’’, could the reparation set- 
tlement offer any . basis for credit for 
France,and Italy.

The Americans realized that their whole 
theory of the economic restoration of Eu- 
rope, through private credits an4 without 
turther governmental action or interfe-ence 
wih the body of: existing obliga.iors, de- 
pended upon a sound reparation scheme. 
Germany required a certain and hopeful 
future, the allies fresh assets fn the shape 
of reasonable expectations of payment, in 
order to release the hfe-giving streams of 
commercial credit from our side of the 
ocean, which would reinvigorate Europe to 
the point of ali around payment of debts. 
{f there was any hope fo: the American 
scheme at all, it lay just in this feature—za 
reparation settlement sound enosgz? _.to 
make the bonds acceptable securities. But 
could such a setthement be devised? It 
may be doubted if even the minimum Amer- 
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ican estimate of Germany’s capacity to pay 
——$25,000,000,000 — represented 2 sum 
which could actually be collected through 
the only possible procedure of placing the 
necessary quantity of German exports ing 
foreign markets. Our own market would 
certainly not be thrown open willingly for 
its share. Consider the protective tariff 
barriers we are putting up! But there was 
no occasion to reason even thus far. : 

Even by stretching their estimates of 
what could reasonably be asked and what 
the Germans might possibly accept in good 
faith, the Americans could not reach a 
sum which the allied statesmen would un- 
dertake to uphold before their peoples.

duction of their own burden of foreign 
debts. Tardieu relates that at this time 
the question of these debts was more or 
less frankly discussed and that the Ameri- 
cans held off because they could not un- 
dertake to put the matter before the coun- 
try until the treaty itself was out of the 
way. He surely exaggerates the meaning 
of the American replies. No one (unless 
it was Colonel House). could have held out 
any real hope on this score—knowing opin- 
ion in America.

So a reply to the Germans on repara- 
tions was patched up out of the American 
explanation of the reparations commission, 
a promise of consideration for Germany’s 
needs so vague as to be méaningless, and 
the British scheme for definite proposals 
in their four months—which came to noth- 


ing, as the allies were not any more ready 
to face realities by that time, It was not 
thought necessar to..say - anything to the 
Germans about its onthe charges for: 
the army of vccupatiott : though’ 4 private 
agreement was later reached on this. The 
president’s strong feeling about the out- 
come was expressed ironically and truth- 
fully“when the cquncil shifted its attention 
to the Silesian problem. 


“President Wilson-pointed out that the 
reply to the Germans on reparation had 
been whittled down so that all sacrifice by 
the allies had been abandoned. Now it 
was proposed to place the sacrifice on the 
Poles.”’ 

Here in this brief remark the president 
Strips ‘bare -and reveals as-in a flash of 
brilliant light the entire secret of the fail- 
ure of Paris. No willingness to sacrifice 
anything! Therefore, no possibility of se- 
curing real or just settlements, based upon 
co-operation. And this did not apply only 
to France and Great Britian; it applied also 
‘to America.

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A week or so later Mar- 
garet Blennerhassett with 
her young sons left her 
ruined home, and after a 
tryin’ voyage down the ice 
blocked river in a small .

way to Florida, but was captured in Mis- 
sissippi and was conveyed under guard to 
Richmond, Va., for trial on a charge of 
treason. 


E entire United States waited the re- 
sult of the case with the keenest inter- 
est, and after a trial that lasted more than 


_three weeks, the jury brought in a verdict 


of “not guilty.” 
Without friends or fortune, Burr became 
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an exile in Europe where he lived in ex- 
treme poverty, and was everywhere shunned 
as a felon and outlaw. 

Blennerhassett was completely discourag- 
ed, but, bolstered up by his wife’s stronger 


nature, he gathered together what little 
money he could and settled on a cotton 
plantation in Mississippi. Her husband's 
Spirit was brokgn, and her boys were shift- 
less, so Margaret was again the ruler of 
her dominion, humbly clad in sunbonnet 
and calico dress, instead of in the silks and 
jewels she had worn.on the fairy island. 
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For ten years she managed to keep her 
family together, and within that time she 
saw her oldest son grow into a drunken 
sot, and her second son become weak- 
minded. The plantation finally was sold 


to pay the debts, and they wandered from 
place to place trying to make a bare liv- 
ing, but all the time getting deeper and 
deeper into the depths of poverty, until

money to send her husband to England to 
appeal to their families for help.

Blennerhasset was unsuccessful in his 
quest for assistance, and in 1831 he died 
broken hearted on the Isle of Guernsey. 

The once beautiful Margaret finally drift- 
ed to a tenement house in New York, where 
for, years she lived in abject poverty, often

stroyed her beautiful Eden on the Ohio 
river, and drove them to desperation. 

And here, in 1842, the “Queen of the 
Fairy Island” died, surrounded by filth and 
squalor, with none to mourn her, and was 
buried by the Sisters of Charity.

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S Crome the clergy stepped in and 
placed limitations upon the practice, re- 
ote that sufficient cause for “repudia- 
tion be presented.

The idea of buying and selling a wife 
did not altogether die out. In the period 
of the Tudors, half a dozen centuries ago, 
a husband cauld sell his wife, as well as 
divorce her; and there are instances ih 
fairly modern times of men in rural Eng- 


ned whe could not understand why they 


could not sell their spouses; providing the 
women were delivered to the purchaser 
with a halter around ber neck! 

It was only a brief century ago that a 
husband in England was not prohibited by 


law from administering bodily punishment 


to his wife! 
This brief survey of what was, will back- 
ground into greater relief what is. 


It will reveal plainly the tremendous im- © 


provement of women’s status in civilization 


- and the growth of opinions regarding di-. 


vorce founded: pn justice and panates 
rather than prejudice. 


AS though the same ésde- did not apply 


to them, public opinion has not actively 
resented it when people of the stage have 
treated the marriage tie as breakable. Ac- 
tors were among the first to disregard the 
old time prejudices and frankly and mu- 
tually seek freedom on the logical ground 
of incompatability. We may regard them 
as pioneers, blazing ‘a trail. 

Not all persons ef the drama have dra- 
matic divorce suits. 

Take the proceedings, for example, by 
which Virginia Harned procured her free- 
dom from E. H. Sothern, and gave him his. 
This case, by the way, is admirably illus- 
trative of a complete absence of both greed 
and venom—two ugly qualities that are 
very often likely to show themselves. 

The well-known actor and actress had 
been married in December, 1896, in Phila- 
delphia. They lived together in New York 
until 1906, in June of which year Mr. 
Sothern left his wife. He told her that 
he wanted to be free to devote the rest 
of his life to his work, and not be sub- 
jected to any criticism; he wanted to feel 
free to do as he pleased. She said that in 
the. interim—from the time he left her,

non-appearance. or appearing in 

i inappropriate apparel, or a neg- 

lect of his duties. 

To give the bridegroom an idea of the 
importance of his part in the ceremony, 
this entire article is dedicated to-him. 

First the bridegroom's duties: He has 
providéd the wedding ring and has sent 
the bridesmaids their bouquets. 


GROOM PAYS BILLS. > | 

He pays the fee for the marriage license 
and the clergyman’s fee. 

Entirely within his option, he has or 
has not presented the bride with a wed- 
ding gift, and the best man, ushers and 
bridesmaids, with souvenirs in appreciation 
of their services. 

He supplies. the carriage or motor Car 
in which he and his best man ride to the 
place of ceremony and retains the same 
vehicle for use when he and his bride leave 
the church for the reception and the home 
for the railway station. 

He also provides the conveyance which 
brings the minister from his home to the 
place of ceremony and to the reception, 
as well as those used by the ushers. 

The bridegroom has probably gathered 
his best man and ushers together on the 
eve of the wedding day fer his farewell 
bachelor dinner. The favors at the covers 
may be jewelry, small but lasting tokens 
of the occasion. 


THE BRIDEGROOM’S APPAREL. 


The bridegrom appears at his wedding 
in the same. attire that is worn -at formal 
functions at a corresponding hour. That 
is to say, a day-time wedding calls for cere- 
monious day-time dfess amd an evening 
wedding, formal evening clothes, for ushers 
and best man as well/as for the bridegroom. 


THE BEST MAN. / 

In attire he parallels the bridegroom, 
and in no way f$ dissimilar to the ushers 
as far as appearance goes. His duties put 
him into a class alf to himself. 

it is he who must be sure that the Mar- 
riage license has been-procured, the bou- 


quets for the bridesmaids and boutonnieres | 


for the men of the party have been or- 
dered, the clerwyman’s fee is in his pos- 
session, which he hands to the clergyman 
immediately after. the ceremony. It is the 
best man.who secures the reservations for 
the trip and sees that the bridegroom’s 
traveling bag is packed and sent to the 
bride’s. residence. 

The wedding ring is also entrusted to his 
care and he produces it from his waistcoat 
pocket at the proper moment of the cere- 
mony and hands it to the bridegrgom. 

It is also the best man who hands the 
groom his hat and overcoat in the church 
veStibule after the ceremony. He is also 
responsible for the motor being on time to 
carry the bridegroom and himself to the 
church for the- ceremony. 

He does not desert the bridegroom until 
the final moment of departure of train. He 
is right-at the station to see that there 
is no mistake about reservation, luggage 
and tickets. , 


AND FINALLY—THE CEREMONY. 


Sprays of flowers are fastened at the 
ends of some or ‘all of the pews of the 
middle aislesthe great mass of greenery 
and bloom banking the chancel and altar. 

The extent of the floral ornamentation, 

whether simple or, elaborate, is decided by 
the bride’s parents, as they are the hosts 
at their daughter’s wedding, whether it oc- 
curs in churéh or at home. 
. Just as they have paid for the wedding 
invitations, they pay for the awnings at the 
doors, the sexton’s remuneration, the music 
and the ménu, when there is a breakfast 
or reception. It is aiso the parents of the 
bride who furnish the motors for the bride 
and bridesmaids. 


USHERS -HAVE DUTIES. 

Precision and smoothness are gained by 
these gentlemen appointing one of their 
number to act as head usher. 


Somewhat in advance of the others, cer- 
tain ushers, who have been designated,. ar- 
rive at the church to see that all is in readi- 
ness. They leave their hats, as do all the 
men in the wedding party, with some re- 
sponsible person who returns them when 
the ushers leave the church after the cere- 
mony. 

If it is desired to indicate the pews re- 
served for the families and relatives, it is 
the ushers’ duty to stretch the white rib- 
bons across the aisle. Customarily the 
front pews on the left are reserved for the 


_ bride’s family,. those on the right. for the. 


family of the groom. 


THE USHERS. 

The ushers are in their places at the 
Head of each aisle before the guests ar- 
rive. They have been provided with lists 
of the nxmes of those for whom places

Six Wholesome Hot Breads 


Nut Bread. 


HREE cups flour, one cup sugar, 
three teaspoons baking- powder, 
one teaspoon salt, One egg, ore 
cup milk, one cup chopped nuts, 
two tablespoons fat. 

Sift the flour, sugar, baking 
powder and salt twice, add the 
nuts, the fat, the 

eggs mixed with the milk; mix to a smooth 


dough, turn into a bread pan, well greased. 


and let stand for 15 minutes. Bake in a 
moderate oven for 45. minutes. Serve cold. 


Sally Lunn (Without Yeast). 
Two cups flour, two teaspoons baking 
powder, three-quarters cup sugar, lralf-cup 


butter or fat, two well-beaten eggs, half- 
cup milk. 

Beat the butter to a cream, add gradu- 
ally the sugar and the eggs, then the milk. 
Sift the flour and baking powder and mix 
well with the first mixture. Bake in a 
Shallow pan in a moderate oven. Serve 
hot, cut in squares and with butter. 


. Cinnamon Bread. 
Two cups flour, one-half teaspoon salt, 


two tablespoons sugar, four teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, two tablespoons shorterfing, 
one-half cup milk. 

Sift the dry ingredients, stir in the milk 
and thé melted shortening, beat well; put 
into two greased layer cake pans and sprin- 
kle over the top a mixture consisting of 
one tablespoon cinnamon, four tablespoons 
Sugar, one tablespoon butter and one-half 
cup chopped nuts (may be omitted. Bake 
in a moderate oven. 


Tea Rolls. 


Three cups flour, three teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, three-quarters teaspoon salt, 
one well-beaten egg, one cup miik, three 


well-beaten 


tablespoons 
and raisins. 

Sift the flour, baking powder and salt 
together twice, working in the shortening. 
To the well-beaten egg add the milk; pour 
into the flour mixture well, roll the dough 
into a rectangular sheet, about one-half 
inch thick; spread lightly with the butter, 
then sprinkle with the cinnamon, sugar and 
currents. Roll the dough like a jelly roll, 
cut into pieces about three-quartres inch 
thick, set the ends in a shallow baking dish. 
Bake about 20 minutes. 

Apple Bread. 

Two cups flour, two teaspoons. baking 
powder, one-quarter cup Shorténing, one

Rub in the shortening, add the 
milk and with a spoon mix well all together 
until it becomes a smooth dough. Divide 
into pieces about the size of egg and with 
the hands form into long rolls; place on 
a well-greased pan:aud allow to $tand in 
a warm place about 20 minutes, britsh with 
milk and bake in a verv hot-oven, When 
alinost baked brush over with metted but- 
ter.

@ INSTEAD of using tape or draw- 
)4 String in the top of your laundry

Apple Royal. 

Eight apples, one and one-half cups wa- 
ter, one tablespoon cold water, one and 
one-half cups- sugar, one-half lemon, one 
tablespon gelatine, one-half cup blanched 
almonds. 

Pare and core the-apples and rub them 
over with the lemon. Bring the sugar and 
water to the boiling point and cook the 
apples in it, a few at a time, until- they 
are tender but not broken.

with sugar and set in a hot oven to brown 
quickly. Soften the gélatine in the cold 
water and dissolve with the boiling syrup 
that remains. Remove the apples to sery- 
ing dish. Squeeze any’ rethaining Juice 
from the half-lemon into the syrup and 
pour around the apples. Set aside until the 
gelatine stiffens the mixture and serve 
very cold.

Tunics made 
of net with spangle or bead embroidery 
can be bought for $15 to $100. Such a 
tunic is attractive when placed over a foun- 
dation of metallic sheen. Lace tunics are 
attractive and not hard to manage. A very 
charming evening gown can be made by 
placing a cream embroidered net over a 
darker color old blue. American beauty 
or golden brown. 

Velvet frocks are very much in evidence 
for evening this season and velvet produces 
good results at home. It needs little trim- 
ming. If you work faithfully and care- 
fully you cannot fail to get good results. 
Be sure and select a pattern that is original- 
ly intended for a velvet frock. Many of 
the attractive velvet evening frocks are 
made with a straight gathered skirt—some- 
times with an uneven hem line. This gath- 
ered skirt is set on a fairly snug plain 
bodice. They are short straight sleeves, 


usually cut in one with the bedice and a 
Second Empire round neckline. Sometimes 
the trimming consists of bead embroidery 
around neck and edge of sleeves and on the 
skirt. Again a wide lace bertha gives a 
smart effect that is verv easy to duplicate 
at home. 

The bouffant skirt type of frock, made 
of heavy silk, igs another good choice for 
the home dressmaker.

Then there is the lace frock, also mod- 
erately easy to make, and quite sure to be 
successful if only you do the work care- 
fully. You can buy such a frock half made, 
so that it only needs fitting and seaming 
at the sides, and then mounting over a 


silk slip. Or you can buy lace flouncing 
by the yard to make it. If you have loose 
flying lace panels, you can have their edges 
finished with a machine picot, or else you 
can roll them and whip them over and over 
with a silk thread in matching color. Span- 
ish lace is much in vogue, but if it seems 
too heavy to you, you can find many thin- 
ner laces of cobwebby beauty that are quite 
Suitable. ‘ 

You can do a good deal toward the fin- 
ish of a home-made frock if you use arti- 
ficial flowers in some way. A little bunch 
of them on each hip is a good choice in 
one of the full-skirted frocks. Or a big 
flower or two with trailing stems and buds 
may be fastened on one hip. Some of the 
new frocks have a row of flowers across 
the waist at the front. These are rather 
small flowers, arranged wreathlike with 
leaves and buds and stems intertwined. 

The ready-made slip helps out With the 
lining, for you can buy a good quality slip 
that is well made for a moderate price, and 
it forms .the foundation upon which to 
place your frock. 

As for girdles, the rolled girdle is good 
on a velvet frock—or the wreath of flowers 


aiready suggested. for the sitk frock, 
there is often no girdle, as the tight bodice 
comes slightly over the full skirt. In the 
lace frock a wide soft girdle of silk may be 
used, or a band about the hips of brocade.

A Bible Talk :: 


5 a physician Jesus healed bodily 
diseases; as a teacher He pointed 
the way in which those who 
would follow Him can exhibit in 
their lives the change that has 
taken place in their hearts and 
make progress toward that per- 
fection which- is enjoined upon 


“Be ye therefore perfect, even aS your 
Father which is in heaven is perfect.” 

The Sermon on the Mount—set forth 
in the sixth chapter of Luke and at much 
greater length in the fifth, sixth and 
seventh chapters of the Gospel according 
to Matthew—presents almost all of Christ’s 
moral code—such a code aS was never 
promulgated before and such a code as has 
not been formulated: since. 

This code, in itself, would be sufficient 
to set Christ apart from all mankind and 
put the stamp of the deity upon Him. 

He did not have the privilege of associat- 
ing with the wise men of His time and, if 
He had been in daily communication with 
them, He could not have gathered from 
them the wisdom that He embodied in. His 
words, because they had no such wisdom 
to impart. 

He could not have obtained this wisdom 


from the past, because it was not to be. 


found, not even in the books of the law, 
with which He was familiar. 

He proclaimed a new gospel and set up 
new stendards by which men’s lives should 
be regulated. 

Take, for instance, one that has become 
known as the Golden Rule: “‘As ye would 
that men should do to you, do ye also to 
them likewise.”’ = 

Confucius, whose words were accepted 
as the moral law by millions of people, 
stated his golden rule in the negative: Do 
not unto others as you would not have 
‘them do to you. 

This enjoins against the doing of in- 
jury to others—it would prohibit injustice. 
That, of course, is to be commended; it 
is hard to calculate the suffering and loss 
that would be prevented if all refrained 
from doing to others that which they 
would not want others to do to them. 

But the negative rule is not to be an- 
nounced. There is a very wide gulf be- 
tween refraining from wrong doing and 


doing good. 


LETTER of recommendation written 

according to the rule of Confucius 
would not be regarded as very helpful; 
suppose one would give a friend a fecom- 
mendation like this: “Il have known this 
man thirty years and have never known 
him to injure anyone.” What impression 
would it make? It suggests that something 
is wanting. There is a reservation that 
would excite inquiry. 

How different from the following: “lI 
have known this man thirty years; he 
uses the Golten Rule in his daily life 
and does unto others that which he would 
have others do unto him.” 

Christ’s doctrine is a doctrine of action 
—doing good, not merely refraining from 
injury. Benevolence is the keynote of 
Christianity. 

When Christ’s spirit enters into- one— 
and how can he be otherwise a Christian— 
he goes about doing good. The Christian 
who withdraws. himself from the world and 
is only interested in himself and his own 


books in the doing of good.

welfare fails to appreciate the true charac- 
ter of Christ’s teachings. ‘“‘My Father 
worketh hitherto, and | work.” 
Christianity is not a lazy man’s job; it 
is unceasing work, but work that is a pleas- 
ure because it brings joy to the worker. 
But the Golden Rule is impossible unless 


‘one learns the secret. 


Men will not do unto others as they 
would have men do unto them unless they 
have been initiated, so to speak, into the 
mysteries of the doctrine. It rests upon 
love and. upon nothing else. We will not 
do good unto others in advance of favors 
to ourselves unless we have a reason for 
it, and Christ gives us the reason. Love 
is the cause. 

Christ’s reason is not a nice calculation 
based upon benefits.received, such as Con- 
fucious taught. When asked if there was 
not soine word that would cover all the 
relations of life, he answered: 

“Is not reciprocity such a word?”’ 

Reciprocity embodies the idea of mutual 
aid—balanced service—as if one, could 
keep an account and make gifts received 
and benefits bestowed exactly balance. 

Christ did not teach the keeping of 
He not only 
inspires a love that despises Selfish calcu- 
lation, but a love that includes enemies in 
its far-flung lines. 

‘But 1 say unto you which hear, Love 
your enemies, do good to them which hate 
you, bless them_that curse you, and pray 
for them which despitefully use you.” 

Even cursing and persecution cannot of- 
fer a barrier to the love that Christ incul- 
cates. No matter what another does or how 


he feels, love must not be chilled or turned 
away. 


€; HRIST goes into detail and uses for 

illustration the hardest case that can be 
found: “Unto him that smiteth thee on the 
one cheek offer also the other.” 

Even the hot blood that resets a physi- 
cal injury must not be allowe drown 
out love in the heart of the injuPed one; 
an unbrotherly act must not quench. the 
Spirt of brotherhood: 

Some characterize love as unmanly when 
it is carried to this extreme; the term mol- 
lycoddle has been coined to describe one 
who will suffer without showing resent- 
ment. 

Well; standards change. It used to be, 
even in this country, that the man who de- 
clined a challenge to a duel was-branded as 
a coward; but a century has made a change, 
and now the man who sends a challenge 
is punished as a criminal. 

The same false standard of honor has 
led to wars without number. Nationa! in- 
sults have been paid for in blood—not the 
blood of the one who used the insu'ting 
language, but the blood of innocent per- 
sons. This false standard of honor among 
nations is destined to give way to Christ’s 
Golden Rule. 

Our nation has already entered into 
treaties with thirty nations, representing 
three-quarters of the world’s population, 
whereby all differences and disputes, no 
matter what the cause, must be investi- 
gated before resort to war. Time must be 
allowed for the blood to cool and for the 
peace forces of society to be mobilized;

time must be allowed for the separation 
A Years of henor from -questions of 
act, 

This is a long step towards peace. It was 
the old form of diplomacy—shoot first and 
investigate afterwards—that plunged the 
world into the bloodiest of all wars. 

Christ’s code, and nothing else, will 
bring world peace. The song of the angels 
at Christ’s birth—‘‘on earth peace, good 
will toward men’’—means peace to the in- 
dividual, peace to the community, peace 
between states, peace between nations and 
peace throughout the world. 

This peace rests on love as Christ 
taught it and on brotherhood as Christ ex- 
emplifies it. 

Christ not only tells us to love our 
enemies, but He explains to us how we can 
do so, namely, by forgiving them. 

Forgiveness is the best preof of love. 
More than any other virtue it distinguishes 
Christ’s teachings from the teachings of 
men. As long-as one cherishes resentment, 
he cannot love or even do justice. 

Reference has been/ made to the teach- 
ings of Confucius; they are in marked con- 
trast with the teachings of Christ on many 
points. When one of his followers asked 
him his opinion of the doctrine of reward- 
ing evil with good, he replied: 

“If you reward evil with good, with what 
will you reward good?”’ And then he an- 
nounced the rule of “‘Reward evil with jus- 
tice and reward good with good.” 


HRIST understood human nature bet- 

ter than Confucius did; He understood 
it well enough to know that a heart which 
has hatred or resentment in it cannot un- 
derstand what justice is. The heart must 
first be purged of illwill and then filled 
with love before it can hold the scales of 
justice. 


One cannot obey the command, “Thou 
Shalit love thy neighbor as thyself,” until 
he obeys the first and great commandment, 
“Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy mind.” 


Christ’s injunction to love one’s enemies 
teaches, by implication, a very important 
doctrine; namely, that love is under man’s 
control. 

The decision rests in that indefinable 
personality which we call man’s will. It 
loves or hates. At its command the bod- 
ily agents help or harm. 

If love were beyond control, man would 
not be commanded to direct it either to- 
ward God or toward one’s fellows. Love 
can be extended; withheld, or withdrawn, 
according to that imperious power that 
rules within man’s being. ; 

This truth has a very practical applica- 
tion at this time when men, and even wom- 
en, try to excuse sin by saying, “Il am not 
to blame; 1 could not control my love.” 

Man can love God; he can love his neigh- 
bors; he can love even his enemies. If he 
can love his enemies, he ought to be able 
to love his wife in spite of the lure of so- 
called “‘soul-mates”’ and “‘affinities.”? Christ 
warns against the beginnings of evil. 

It is satan—the serpent—that bids one 
eat of the forbidden fruit, no matter in 
what orchard it grows.

Mrs. Carter also said that he denied her 
financial aid while in Europe. His reply 
was that this was not true—that he be- 
lieved her to be living quietly there, and 
that she had enough money with her for 
the purpose. 

‘Living quietly,” according to the 
testimony, was a ludicrous characteri- 
zation of Mrs. Carter’s European ex- 
perience. In the autumn of 1888, 
testified Mr. Carter, he learned that 
she had purchased carriages, rented a 
house at Basle, Switzerland, and in- 
dulged in such conduct as to make her 
the center of a great scandal. She 
had spent great sums, he said, and had 
got herself, through her relations 
with men, a thoroughly bad reputa- 
tion. 


RS. CARTER denied all this, persisting 


in the story of her illness and her quiet 
life in Europe, but it was shown that she 
had spent $49,000 in a year of her stay, 
and that this money was supplied by a 
certain man. 

These were the facts that were accepted 
by the jury, though Mrs. Carter asserted 
vigorously that. she had been surprised by 
her mother and a woman friend. Evidence 
was asked to show. that the money had 
been given by a woman friend, but none 
was forthcoming. 

Both Mrs, Carter and her husband asked 
for the custody of their 8-year-old child. 
It was awarded to the father. Mrs. Carter 
ther appealed to the appellate court; and 
though the opinion was divided, the decree 
was finally affirmed. 

A name which figured in the divorce 
courts until it became a by-word and a sub- 
ject for jest was that of Nat Goodwin. the 
famous actor who died a few years ago. 


Goodwin had five wives; the first 
died, the next three came into the 
divorce courts, and the fifth separated 
from him not long before his death. 
The third of his wives, Maxine Elliott, 

was the reason for his sojourn of eighteen 
montis in Reno, about fifteen years ago. 
Many are the tales told about him in the 
town; but consensus of opinion is that he 
was an unusually brilliant man, and a never- 
failing source of entertainment. 

A queer.kink in_his ‘make-up, hard 
to explain in relation to the rest of 
him, was parsimony. He would sit 
all night with a crowd, keeping them 
in roars of laughter, but never once 
would he pay for a round of drinks. 
Doubtless he. thought he was con- 
tributing his share by amusing them. 


AMES BOYD, a Reno lawyer, was his 


close friend; and to Mr. Boyd I am in- 
debted for some of the facts of Mr. Good- 
win’s married life—or should. one say 
lives? 

Goodwin entertained himself while in 
Reno by running a mining corporation, 
which bore the name of ‘‘The Nat C. Good- 
win Brokerage Company.”’ He was a thor- 
ough “good fellow,” and joined in many 
a wild party—the real Nevada parties which 
have more or less given way under the 
pressure of prohibition. 

One amusing story which Mr. Boyd tells 
of him is that when it came to filing his 
suit to divorce Maxine Elliott, he could 
think of no other name than her stage one. 


-He walked up and down the room for a 


minute or two, eyeing his attorney help- 
lessly, and rubbing his hands through his 
-hair; then he blurted out: 
“I can’t think of that — woman’s name!” 
Later he recollected that it was Jessie 
Dermot. 
Goodwin’s first wife was Eliza Weather-

by. She came to this country from Lon- 
don with Lydia Thompson’s famous troupe 
of British blondes. 
when they married, in 1877, and she was 
ten years his senior. Their ten years.of 
married life, he always said, had never a 
discordant note. 


FTER her death, he met Mrs. Nella 


Baker Pease, of Buffalo.. They .struck 
up a friendship, and when he went to Buf- 
falo, he met her family, including her hus- 
band. Later Goodwin was served with 
Summons to appear in a suit for alienation 
of her affections. This was a serious mat- 
ter, for he knew it meant scandal. To 
complicate matters, he was rather strong- 
ly interested not in Mrs. Pease, but in a 
prominent prima donna of the time. 

But to Mrs. Pease the situation appeared 
perfectly simple. 

“Go to Buffalo, settle the suit, come 
back and marry me,” she said. “Il know I 
can make you completely happy.” 

When Goodwin told about that, he put 
the question to his hearer; what could a 
man do in such circumstances? 

He put the question, at the time of these 
events, to his friend the prima donna; and 
She tearfully agreed with him that there 
“was only one thing. to be done. So the 
marriage of Nat Goodwin and Mrs. Pease 
took place. 

After their baby was born, he said, she 
became 2 changed woman. She developed 
a lot of characteristics, the germs of which 
he had never discovered.

Just about that time Goodwin was plan- 
ning to go to Australia—he had fallen in 
love with a beautiful southern blonde, but 
because of objections on the part of her 
family, he was breaking the engagement 
and betaking himself to foreign parts. His 
divorce from the former Mrs. Pease, inci- 
dentally, had not yet been granted. 

So the whole company went to 
Australia. Suddenly the San Fran- 
cisco papers came out with flaring 
headlines, announcing that Goodwin’s 
divorce decree had been given him, 
and that Miss Elliott had won her suit 
for separation from her former hus- 
band, named Frawley. The papers 
called it a conspiracy, and all sorts 
of whispers went round concerning 
Goodwin and his leading lady. 


E truth of the matter, Goodwin al- 


ways declared, was that neither knew 
the other was suing for divorce until the 
papers forwarded from the states an- 
nounced it. : 

Goodwin said there had been no talk 
of love between him and Miss Elliott up to 
that time—and, said he, there never was 
much afterward. But to still the gossip, 
they thought the wise procedure would be 
to marry. The final break came when he 
overheard, quite accidentally, that he bored 
her.
